IN GULEBRA GUT TO 
PHEVENT “SLIDES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
CULEBRA, Canal Zone — Concrete 


placing along the sides of Culebra cut 


‘will be tried as a corrective of “slides” 


into the canal channel as soon as mixing 
plants, ordered from the United States, 
can be installed and put in operation. 


The first concrete will be laid in retain- 


ing walls on the east side of the cut, at 


both ends—at Bas Obispo and Paraiso— 
where excavation has advanced suffi- 
ciently to admit of the construction of 
such walls. 

These walls will be built on the berm, 
or shelf, in the side of the canal, at a 
height of 95 feet above sea level, and 
will serve to keep soil and rock from 
slipping into the cut. 

One of the plants will be equipped” 
with a portable tower for placing the 
concrete, while the other will dump into 
buckets which will be handled by a 
crane. The work will test of the 
two methods placing concrete. The 
tower and its mixer will be mounted on 
a flat car of special construction, 
equipped with couplers to admit of its 
being pushed or pulled along the 
work on the retaining wall progresses, 
by switch engine. The mixer of the 
other plant, which dumps into a bucket, 
will be mounted on a standard canal 
flat car. The bins to contain sand, 
rock and cement will be portable and 
built upon a canal flat car.

CAR MOVEMENTS 
ARE INCREASING 


NEW YORK—For the first six months 
of 1910 car movements in the United 
States show the largest total of record. 
Demurrage bureaus report for this half 
year 17,546,478 cars, compared with 15,- 
953,971 cars in the first half of 1907, 
which reported the largest previous total. 
According to these 35 organizations, a 
total of 2,969,279 cars shared in the traf- 
fic activities during June, 1910. The rec- 
ord was a favorable one because it was 
easily the best June in four years. 

In the height of railway activity, in 
1907, June car movements were at their 
best previous record of 2,655,575 cars. 
The next year in June the number han- 
dled was 2,140,633 cars, on the way to 
recovery from the low total which fol- 
lowed the panic of 1907. From the low 
point in February of 1908 there was a 
steady recovery to the next highest total 
in October, 1908. That month has 
always been the month of maximum 
activity. |

MEMBERS OF TARIFE 
~ BOARD ARE RINDERED 
BY LACK OF POWERS 


WASHINGTON—The tariff board of 
the treasury department has found its 
limited powers a handicap in collecting 
the information for which the board 
was supposedly instituted. 

At the last session of Congress, while 
the regulars upheld the President’s de- 
mand for a large appropriation to enable 
the board to perform its functions as 
a collector of data for the use of Con- 
gress, the standpatters steadily refused 
to increase the powers of the board so 
that the process of collecting data would 
be simplified. ~ 

During the summer the members of 
the board have been busy collecting in- 
formation on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and both at home and abroad they have 
met great difficulties. There is, of course, 
no way by which the law can aid the 
‘board in inducing manufacturers abroad

| American manufacturers to give such 
facts as bear on the relative cost of 
manufacture at home and abroad.

This 
expectation is all the more reasonable when it is considered that the 
results of the congressional election this fall will be known before 
the meeting of the short session and, that, unless all indications 
are misleading, they will have a good working majority in the House. 
It is important to the Democratic party in many ways that it shall 
be able to exercise a directing influence in reapportionment 
legislation. While certain states that are normally Republican may, 
in any event, be shorn of some of their present representation, there 
is hardly a question that a Republican majority would pay particular 
attention to certain states that are normally Democratic. 

At all events, the political points involved are of so important 
a character that the contest over apportionment in the short session 
of the present Congress may consume a great deal of the time which 
the Taft administration is hoping to direct toward unfinished 
corrective and constructive legislation, and there is a possibility that 
the contest may lap over upon the first session of the next Congress.

Postal 
Receipts 


STARTLED by the fact that the receipts of 
the Chicago postoffice for August exceeded 
those of New York by more than $55,000, 
the latter city, through an inquiry as to the 
cause, has reached some interesting revela- 
tions with regard to the magnitude of a 
business but little known or understood so 
far in the East. It should be said that 
Greater New York is not included in the 
statement of receipts with which those of 
Chicago are compared. Normally, however, the monthly business 
of the New York postoffice exceeds by about $300,000 that of 
Chicago. 

The explanation of the great increase in the Chicago postoffice 
for August is found in the fact that it is in this month that the 
mail-order houses of that city send their catalogues through the 
mails. Reference to the relative postal business of the two cities

Peat may guffce for ordinary tuel purposes, but it -hardly 
aids development sok as will. keep the Irishman at home and 
attract workers of other lands. The system of landholding is shown 
by statistics to have been a_ handicap Tillage lessened when 
extensive farms replaced more numerous -smaller holdings. The 
area under crops decreased between 1847 and 1880 to 157,551 
acres. Unsatisfactory political and social relations and legislation 
that blighted agriculture indirectly attecteck, manufacturing, which 
was discouraged further by restrictive acts simular to those preventing 
development of a commerce that might ha:e vied, it is conceded, 
with that of Great Britain. i 

Emigration naturally appealed strongl¥ to a people in such 
straits. The proportions of the population outflow are a fairly 
reliable index to what a country has to offer. Ireland's greatest 
increase in population culminated in 1841, and was due to causes 
from which lessons may be drawn today. +Since then emigration 
has had full sway, more than two thirds of it being directed toward 
the United States. Some change of system, it appears, will have 
to be inaugurated if Ireland is to keep the remainder of the strong 
race that now helps to build up other lands, Whether practical 
independence or remedial legislation of another kind speaks loudest, 
there are strong arguments in facts and figures that make long 
delay unpleasant to contemplate. For so lohg as Ireland is a part 
of Great Britain, the United Kingdom must continue to interest 
itself in everything pertaining to one as well as any other of its 
components.

In the various statements issued 
over his signature from city hall the fact Stands first that he does 
not wish to be misunderstood. If sometimes he has not been as 
ready with his answer as those directly concerned might have wished, 
in the end it has proved to be the best course possible; the interests 
of the municipality have had the dominant position. 

It is said that the mayor of New York is an omnivorous 
reader. It is known, as a certainty, that he is a ready writer. His 
attitude as to what manner of literature the public cannot afford 
to be without he has put on record. He has had something to say, 
besides, about newspapers and journalism in general. Naturally an 
individual expression, yet.its source makes this expression worthy 
of more than passing comment.. The fact is patent that clean 
thinking makes for clean speaking and cléan acting. The printed 
page should, if possible, be the mirror of only such qualities as make 
for betterment of conduct. ‘ 

Mayor Gaynor recently expressed with peculiar point his belief 
that all reading should be of a wholesome character. His letter to 
his sister, relating his experiences aboard the steamer when his 
journey was interrupted, bespeaks from the press m manly terms 
that fair and honest dealing which every public official has a right 
to expect. There is no rancor in his heart as he points out how 
wrong foundations are bound to rear imsecure structures. The 
mayor of New York does not look into Utopia when he speaks” 
for clean journalism. But he insists that public opinion inflamed 
is not protection for the masses or the individual. For many years, 
long before he rose from what may be termed obscurity to national 
importance, he spoke and wrote against public abuses and political 
maladministration. He has no objection to criticism; in fact,”he 
invites it as an essential. But he has found this to be true: that 
only through clean thinking can the nation and its officers show 
each other fair play. The power of the press is such that it can 
afford to act only on motives that are absolutely free from personal 
prejudice. 
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
